BOARD OF VILLAGE TRUSTEES. 


To the Village of Rutland:— 

The Board of Trustees whose 
term of services commenced in April, 1874, was organized by 
the election of John W. Cramton as President, and W. R. Thrall 
as Clerk. Samuel Hayward was elected Street Commissioner. 

Your Trustees most respectfully present herewith the reports 
of other Officers of the Village, and also a statement of all 
orders drawn by them the past year. 

We would recommend the levying of a tax sufficient to repair 
the sewer in rear of the Gas House, and to cover the short 
space on West Street ; and we deem it advisable at this time to 
recommend the covering of the filthy ditch on Center Street, 
near the High School Building.

I am happy to say that the law suit with Jacob Edgerton for 
water for his water-closet, has been settled by the Supreme 
Court w favor of the Village, which will probably put a stop to 
the views of some four or five individuals who think they are 
wiser than the laws. 

Also, I had a new law passed last Fall, which will help a 
good deal in collecting the water tax of individuals who own 
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houses, (although the law was good before, if the Wafer Com¬ 
missioners would do their duty.) 

The aqueduct has been badly managed the last year, more so, 
than at any time since it came into the hands of the village* 

You will see by the report of the Auditor, that there was 
nearly thirteen hundred dollars collected by Mr. Staley, and 
left in hie hands, and that I could not get any report from him 
of work done on the aqueduct, until about the middle of this 
month. There was then presented to me, bills amounting to 
over sixteen hundred dollars, which X think are five hundred 
dollars more than they should be. The work of managing the 
concern, has mostly been done, without my knowledge or con¬ 
sent. I know of no reason why the pipes from the upper 
village should be so enlarged, that when there is a short supply 
of water, it should be all drawn down from the upper village. 

The aqueduct was, first, to supply families with water, and 
reservoirs were to be built to put out fires, which the Water 
Commissioners have always been pledged to keep full of water. 

I have proposed to the one left of the Managing Commis¬ 
sioners, that if he would examine the accounts, and endorse on 
one corner of the bill, « all right,” with his name, I would pay 
the bills; but this he has refused to do. 

I referred in my report last year to the water at the head, but 
no notice has been taken of it. All of which is respectfully 
submitted.

ENGINEER’S REPORT. 


To the Trustees and Voters of the Village of Rutland: 

The undersigned, Chief Engineer of the Fire Department of 
the Tillage of Rutland, agreeably to the provisions of Section 
4 of “ An ordinance establishing a Fire Department,” herewith 
submits his annual report of the property belonging to the 
Department, the condition thereof, the losses by fire, and cause 
thereof and insurance thereon, “ so far as they may be ascer¬ 
tained/’ etc., as required by said ordinance. 

FIRES. 

During the past year the Department has been called to, and 
rendered service at fires, as follows : 

Tune 19th, 1874.—Sash and Blind Factory owned by O. T. 
Cross and C. M. Bliss. Fire caught in dry room which is 
situated over the boiler and engine room. Loss covered by * 
insurance. 

October 13, 1874.—Livery Stable, owned by Geo. Richardson. 
Samuel Terrill's Blacksmith Shop partially burned. Charles H. 
Staples’ House damaged slightly. E. Pierpoint, two Houses, 
slight. M. Manly, two houses, considerable. Fire supposed to 
have originated from a kerosene lamp in Richardson’s Sta¬ 
ble. Total loss estimated at $10,000, which was generally 
covered with insurance as follows: Samuel Terrill, $2,000 on 
shop and tools ; M. Manley, $1,500 on store and dwelling house 
$100 on stock in store, $175 on furniture, and $750 on building 
occupied by Mr. Rose. Geo. Richardson’s loss estimated at 
$1,500, insurance $0,300. 

December 15th, 1874.—House owned by A. C. Bates, situated 
on Grove Street Inside partially consumed. Reported to have 
caught from furnace. Insurance $2,600, which fully covered 
loss. 

January 14tb, 1875.—Old Red Store, owned and occupied 
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by Chester Kingsley; Central House Block, owned by J. W. 
Cram ton and J. A. Salsbury; wooden block, Center Street, 
owned by C. W. Nichols, occupied by Ryan Batchellev, 
Stoves, <fcc., Samuel Hayward, groceries and provisions; Meri¬ 
den block, owned by Meriden Cutlery Company, occupied by 
H. S. Howe, candy manufacturer and C, H. Allen, saloon ; C. 
O. Dunn, house, Willow Street; E. Pierpoint, house, Willow 
Street. Origin of fire unknown. Loss estimated at $50,000^ 
generally fairly covered by insurance. 

January 21, 1875.—Dwelling house, Meadow Street, occu¬ 
pied by Sisters of St. Joseph, partially consumed. Cause, defect¬ 
ive chimney. Insured. 

March 24, 1875.—Dwelling house, Woodstock Avenue, 

owned by Miss Jerusha Oarruth—occupied by herself and Rufus 
Nims. Cause, carelessness. Insurance $650 on house. 

Your apparatus for putting out fires consists of two hand 
Engines with Hose Carts; one second class Steam Fire Engine 
with Hose Carriage; all of which are in good order. Also one 
Hook and Ladder Truck with Hooks, Ladders &c., “in poor 
order.” You have 2,000 feet of good Hose, and about 800 feet 
that can be used to some extent oo hand Engines. 

The companies are well manned and commanded by officers 
of well known ability in managing their apparatus at fires. 

I have recommended in prior reports the better supply of 
water in different parts of the Village, regarding which nothing 
has been done. I trust the Village will see the necessity of 
taking some action relative to it 

I desire to express my thanks to the Fire Department tor the 
prompt manner in which they have responded to every alarm ; 
and I take pleasure in complimenting the members of the 
Department for their good order, and for the prompt manner 
in which they have obeyed the orders of the Engineers.
